mission to the schools at the last 
meeting of the school board and were 
barred temporarily on the protest of 
several of the trustees and the sug- 
gestion of Attorney Shannon that the 
board may have «o legal right to 
use the school funds for the education 
of adults. Pending the settlement of 
the lejal question, the matter was 
deferred until the next meeting of 
the board, September 25. 


One of the Japanese applied for ad- 


mission to the Wendell Phillips High 
school, and another to the-McKinley 
High school. 


Japan Anxious 


"I explained to the consul," > said 


President Schneider, "that the State 
law forbids us to discriminate in a,ny 
way against color—that it was purely 
a matter of age. The matter is com- 
ing up for further consideration at. 
the next meeting of the board. It 
merely goes to show how closely the 
Japanese are watching CTiings in the 
United States." 


Shi-minu looked

created by the new school law. 


Bray's Inspection 


When seen at the district attorney',, 


office yesterday- afternoon, Mr. Bray 
stated that he expected to commence 
his official inspection which will' in- 
clude a general survey of education- 
».l conditions, attendance course nf 
study and school accounts, some time 
next week. The territory assigned t ) 
Mr. Bray is State-long in extent, al- 
most, and embraces the greatest cer- 
ters of population and the most ad- 
vanced school districts. 


Mr. Biay stated further that it was 


the intention of the State board tn 
compile a complete course of siudv 
State, something which has not been 
done for many years past. The matte-, 
of text books will be in the hands 
of the text book commission which 
has sole charge of the question of de- 
termining w.hat books shall be used 
in the schools. 


To Advance Standard 


"In this work as laid out bcfjrc 


us," paid Mr. Bray, "it will bo our 
endeavor to do everything in our 
power to advance the .standard oi 
the public schools. No concerted elCorl 
to make the course of study uniform 
has been quite practicable up U> this 
time, but now with a general plan of 
suijerusion involving thp visiting ol 
all the schools in the State at Iea«l 
twice a year, much good is, antici- 
pated. In this district I hope to re- 
ceive the co-operation of teachers ami 
parents so that the school work may 
proceed harmoniously and profitably." 


"Up to September 1 the district at- 


torneys in the various counties weiv 
ex-officio superintendents of schools, 
and upon them devolved the labor 
of attending to the distribution of the 
school funds and general supervision 
of the school system and teachers. 
This work will now be taken over by 
the deputy superintendents and Dis- 
trict Attorney Moian is duly grate- 
ful for his release from this portion 
of his work, as his office has work 
enough in t,he strictly IcgJl lines to 
keep tfoth Mr. Moran and his assist- 
ant, Judge Glenn, busy early and late.
